Haddad: blockade of 
UNIFIL to continue 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
METULLA. -- Major Sa’ad Had- 
dad, commander of the South 
Lebanese Christian forces, yester- 
day vowed to continue his blockade 
of UNIFIL forces in South 
Lebanon. He warned that any ac- 
tion by the besieged UN troops 
against his forces, would mean “the 
end of UNIFIL” in the region. 

. Haddad said that he plans further 
retaliations against the UN troops in 
South Lebanon because they have 
consistently failed to block sabotage 
attacks on his forces by Palestinian 
units. 

Speaking to reporters at the 
border moshav of Biranit, Haddad 
said that his blockade would. con- 
trirae until Irish UNIFIL forces end 
their siege of his men, stationed out- 
side the Shi’te village of A-Tiri. 

But a UNIFIL spokesman last 
night denied Haddad's allegation 
that the militiamen on the A-Tiri • 
lookout post -were being denied 
food and water by UNIFIL. He said 
the Irish soldiers are providing Had- 
dad’s men with three hot meals a 
day and medical aid. 

The water pipeline connecting 
UNIFIL headquarters in Nakura 
with Israel, which was blown up by 
Haddad’s men on Tuesday, is still 
not working, with militiamen 


preventing repair attempts by UN 
soldiers. 

Haddad's forces were blocking 
the area’s roads to UN traffic for 
the third consecutive day yesterday, 
trapping about 300 UN personnel at 
the Nakura headquarters. 

A nother condition set by Haddad 
for ending the blockade is that 
UNIFIL troops act to prevent 
Palestinian infiltration into the area. 
He said that since the Hadata area, 
in the central region, has been un- 
der UN supervision, nine of his men 
have been killed and 12 wounded by 
Palestinian units. He said the 
Palestinians who laid the land mines 
that killed -three- of his men on 
Saturday came from Hadata. 

UNIFIL ' spokesman Timor 
Goksel said that Israeli authorities 
“are completely aware” of the 
blockade, but that nothing is being 
done to end it, despite a meeting 
between UN officials and IDF 
representatives on Tuesday. 

Yesterday afternoon, 49 
Norwegian UNIFIL soldiers 
stranded in Israel tried to cross into 
South Lebanon from Metufla. 
When Haddad's men prevented 
them, they tried Rosh Hanikra, and 
when they failed here too they 
travelled - to Damascus via Kuneitra, 
and from there into Lebanon. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
President Ronald Reagan of- 
fered yesterday to drop NATO 
plans for new nuclear missiles in' 
Europe if the Soviet Union 
scraps nearly twice as many of 
its warheads, a move he said 
would reduce the threat of 
atomic war. 

The proposal was warmly 
received by America's NATO allies, 
but the Soviet Union turned it down 
flat. The Soviet news agency Tass 
dismissed it as a propaganda action 
designed to lead Soviet-American 
disarmament talks up a blind alley. 
The Novosti news agency said the 
offer amounted to “the Soviet' 
Union’s unilateral disarmament.” 
(See adjacent story) 

In his first major foreign policy 
address, and in a letter to Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev that he 
disclosed at the same time, Reagan 
proposed a four-point arms control 
plan including a trade-off of U.S. 
and Soviet medium-range missiles 
in Europe. 

A senior administration official 
told reporters that' the proposal, un- 
der which the Soviet Union would 
dismantle 600 existing missiles with 
1,100 warheads and NATO would 


drop its controversial plan for S72 
□ew single-warhead missiles, was 
made “in good faith.” 

U.S. officials said the president's 
speech was scheduled at the last 
moment because U.S.-Soviet talks 
on .these Theatre Nuclear Forces 
(TNF) are less than rwo weeks off. 
They will begin in Geneva on 
November 30. 

But they conceded that the tim- 
ing* also took account of growing 
European opposition to the plan to 
deploy 572 Pershing II and Cruise 
missiles capable of striking Soviet 
targets from Western Europe for 
the first time. 

In addition to his proposal on 
intermediate-range TNF, Reagan 
called for negotiations aimed at sub- 
stantial, equitable and verifiable 
reductions in the superpowers' in- 
tercontinental nuclear missiles to 
begin “as soon as possible next 
year.” 

The senior official told reporters 
at the State Department that 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
would meet Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko in Geneva on 
January 26 and 27 and would dis- 
cuss resumption of the strategic

Saudis bid for Syrian support of Fahd plan

Saudi Arabia is making frantic 
last-minute efforts to drum up Arab 
support for its eight-point Middle 
East peace plan at next Wednes- 
day's Arab summit in Fez. Saudi 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud al- 
Faisal was in Damascus yesterday in 
a bid to persuade the Syrians to give 
the plan a chance. ■ 

Syria has to date taken no official 
stand on the plan, which many 
observers believe will be the central 
topic on the agenda of the Fez sum- 
mit 

But officials have indicated that 
Damascus does have reservations 
about the Saudi plan, especially 
what they have seen as its implied 
recognition of Israel’s right to exist, 
and this attitude has been reflected 
in the state-controlled Syrian press. 

Observers note that it may well 
have been to reassure Damascus on 


this score that Riyadh earlier this 
week officially disavowed a state- 
ment made by its acting delegate to 
the UN, Ja’afar Allagani, that the 
plan did, in fact, imply recognition 
of Israel. 

They note that a similar view — 
that the plan implied “de facto” 
recognition of Israel’s right to exist 
— was expressed several weeks ago 
by none other than Prince Abdullah 
Ibn Abdul- Aziz, commander of the 
Saudi National Guard, who ranks 
third in the Saudi hierarchy behind 
King Khaled and Crown Prince 
Fahd, author of the plan. 

As a key member of the hard-line 
“Steadfastness and Confrontation 
Front,” which also includes Libya, 
South Yemen, Algeria and the PLO, 
the position Syria will take at the 
summit is vital to the Saudis. 

So far, only Libya has officially 
rejected the plan, but observers 
believe that it will be joined by 
South Yemen, Algeria and Iraq. 


The Palestinians are divided, with 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat’s 
mainstream group tending to sup- 
port it and the smaller splinter 
groups opposed. Representatives of 
the front were meeting in Aden 
yesterday to coordinate their posi-. 
tion for the summit. 

It is not known if Prince Saud 
managed at their meeting in 
Damascus yesterday to persuade 
Syrian President Hafez Assad to 
•come out in favour of the plan. A 
Syrian official told Reuters that 
Syria still has to make up its mind 
about the Saudi proposals and will 
make its position clear at the Fez 
summit. 

The Saudi plan, floated by Fahd 
last August, calls for total Israeli 
withdrawal to the. 196 7 borders, the 
establishment of a Palestinian slate 
with Jerusalem as its capital, and 
recognition of “the right of the 
slates of the region to live in 
peace.”

Negotiations between the govern- 
ment and Yamit entrepreneurs 
broke down yesterday, effectively 
halting all progress towards a 
peaceful evacuation of the north 
Sinai town. 

A committee representing the 90 
entrepreneurs — industrialists, 
shopkeepers, and self-employed 
persons — declared after a stormy 
two-hour meeting with Matityahu 
Shmuelevitz, director-general of the 
■Prime Minister’s. Office, that they 
would not resume negotiations with 
the government. They said they 
would seek to negotiate with U5. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis since it 
was -the U.S., they said, that was 
providing the money for compensa- 
tion payments. 

Admitting he was none too op-, 
timistic, Shmuelevitz said 
afterwards he hoped that an agree- 
ment would be reached. “1 don't 
want to think about what will hap- 
pen if there will be no agreement 


of the Ramallah district village 
league, were lifted yesterday after- 
noon.

More convincing, perhaps, has 
been the steady, unobtrusive 
progress being made by the experts 
committees In the talks on nor- 
malization — despite Sadat’s death, 
and despite the virtual lack of 
progress in the parallel talks on 
autonomy.

Compensation talks collapse 


Shmuelevitz had earlier broken 
off negotiations with two other 
committees in Yamit — one 
representing the 300 homeowners 
and one representing about LOO 
salaried persons — because of what 
hejermed exaggerated demands. 

The entrepreneurs’ committee, 
headed by industrialist Yossi Sela, is 
the most powerful and militant of 
the Yamit groups which have 
entered into negotiations. 

A small percentage of the popula- 
tion* has refused to discuss compen- 
sation and has declared its intention 
to resist evacuation. 

Shmuelevitz said the 
entrepreneurs had insisted that the 
government agree in writing to 
seven principles for compensation 
— one involving compensation Tor 
“spiritual damage” before the com- 
mittee presents its specific compen- 


sation demands. “I said I couldn't 
do that. We would have to study the 
principles and the actual demands 
before reacting. Some said they 
wanted compensation for their loss 
of faith in Zionism.” 

Shmuelevitz, who has been serv- 
ing as chief government negotiator 
on Yamit for several months, said 
that he was weighing an appeal to 
the president of the Supreme Court 
or to some other body to set up a 
public committee to pronounce 
whether or not the government's of- 
fer is a. fair one. 

''I can’t oblige the Yamit resi- 
dents to accept it but I want the 
public to know that the govern- 
ment's offer is an honourable one 
that will permit the r^'L’ents to 
build new lives elsewhere, 3 je said. 

The entrepreneurs' dismissed as 
ludicrous Shmuelevitz’s offer of a 
IS50.000 advance to be paid before 


negotiations are concluded. 
Shmuelevitz said he could not offer 
more because the committee also 
represents .accountants and others 
who work out of their homes and 
have no property to be compen- 
sated for. 

The government is offering the 
entrepreneurs a choice between two 
forms of compensation: payment 
for either property and investment, 
or for two years’ loss of income. 

Apartment owners, including the 
entrepreneurs, were offered 
between ISIm. and IS 1.4m. — 
enough, says Shmuelevitz, to permit 
them to acquire comparable hous- 
ing almost anywhere else in the 
country. In addition, each family 
was offered a relocation grant of 
IS400.000. Although the bulk of 
Yamit’s residents agreed in writing 
to accept this offer — many actually 
have received payment already — a 


Perhaps the most convincing 
evidence of this is that despite 
Sadat's undoubted unpopularity in 
Egypt today — the lack of emotion 
at his death is striking -- the late 
leader’s peace with Israel is fre- 
quently singled out, along with the 
launching of the 1973 war, as his 
most respected achievements. 

Criticism tends most often to

HAIFA. — The Syrian missiles are 
still in Lebanon, but they are noi an 
urgent problem for us. Chief of Staff 
Rav-Aluf Rafael Eitan said here 
yesterday. What is of major impor- 
tance is the Syrian occupation of 
free Lebanon, he declared. 

Speaking at the Technion. Eitan 
stressed that Lebanon today is torn 
between Christians, Moslems and 
hordes of foreign “invaders." Ii is 
one of the world's three largest 
centres of international terrorism, 
right after Cuba and South Yemen, 
he said. 

“Nowhere, however, are they so 
well financed and equipped as in 
Lebanon. We know for sure that 
they have bases there from which 
they leave to commit acts of ter- 
rorism ail over the globe." Eiian 
said. If international terrorism is to 
be delivered a mortal blow, he ad- 
ded, it must be done in Lebanon. 

On the current cease-fire in South 
Lebanon, the chief of staff said thal 
the terrorists are exploiting the 
cease-fire to amass more arms and 


ammunition of a very sophisticated 
kind, including tanks. But “I do not 
think thal this represents a direct 
danger to Israel," he said. “They 
may be better equipped, but they 
are far from constituting an army," 
Eitan concluded. 

Asked to say from a strictly 
military point of view, how much of 
Judea and Samaria Israel could give 
up without jeopardizing its ter- 
ritorial integrity, Eitan replied: 
“The first part of the question con- 
trad icis the second: the two cannot 
be together.” 

- Strategic depth is one of the most 
important assets a country can 
have, he said. “Remember thal it 
was the... deep front that saved the 
Russians from succumbing to (he 
German attack in World War 11." 

Despite recent disturbances, the 
territories are relatively quiet and 
the situation under control. Eitan 
stressed. “Do not get the wrong 
impression, because of demonstra- 
tions and clashes. In Jerusalem they 
throw- stones once a week, but 
nobody doubts the government is in 
control,” he remarked. 


Arkin stretches rale for Agrexco job

Yisraei Arkin, former budget 
department di/ector at the Treasury, 
is effectively general manager of 
Agrexco, in spite of a rule that re- 
quires a six-month cooling-off 
period between the two jobs.

Arkin explained yesterday that 
since Ben-Meir's time is very much j 
taken up with the problems of 
evacuating the Yamit area, and he, 
Arkin. is not over-occupied as an 
adviser to the finance minister, he 
has acceded to Ben-Meir's request* 
to fill in for him as chairman of 
Agrexco’s board. 


Arkin will gel his salary from 
Agrexco. Ben-Meir confirmed.

Ibrahim Sa’adeh. the editor of the 
ruling National Democratic Party's 
weekly Mayo, warned those who ad- 
vocated “cheating" ihe Israelis and 
reneging on Egyptians commit- 
ments once Sinai is restored that 
this would be an unmitigated dis- 
aster for Egypt. 

Sa’adeh wrote that any attempt to 
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go back on the treaty after April 
would bring down international op- 
probrium on Egypt, shatter it< 
credibility in the world, pul paid to 
its ties with the U.S. and its access 
to the most modem American arms, 
and necessitate grovelling to the 
Soviet Union for replacements. 

Israel, on the other hand. Sa'adeh 
continued, would emerge unsullied 
as Washington's most trusted ally in 
the region, and would probably fee! 
free lo reoccupy Sinai without en- 
countering any major international 
criticism. 

Sa'adeh's argument is brutal and 
undoubtedly oversimplistic, but his 
emphasis on the necessity of up- 
holding the peace treaty with Israel 
out of unabashed self-interest 
probably struck a chord in many 
Egyptians tired of pious platitudes 
about peace Tor the sake of peace. 

Nevertheless, it would be naive to 
believe that there will be no change 
after Israel plays its trump card next 
April.

Asked if they had discussed the 
Middle East and European par- 
ticipation in the Sinai peace- 
keeping force, Schmidt was un- 
characteristically tightlipped, mere- 
ly confirming "yes” it was discussed 
and “no," he would say nothing 
further. 

Thatcher cautiously dampened 
hopes Reagan's initiative would 
bring on immediate solution to the 
problems and fears which have sent 
thousands of Europeans on to the 
streets demonstrating for peace in 
recent weeks. 

Schmidt was more upbeat, 
buoyed in the knowledge the presi- 
dent's speech meant Washington 
had endorsed Bonn's stand on 
almost every facet of East-West 
relations. 


He endorsed Reagan's words on 
superpower talks next spring to 
reduce strategic intercontinental 
weapons, on reduction of conven- 
tional and nuclear forces in Europe, 
and on the Helsinki accords and the 
Madrid follow-up conference now 
going on. 

NATO secretary-general Joseph 
Luns said in a statement shortly 
after returning from talks with 
Reagan in Washington that the 
speech was “an historic initiative in 
the search for world peace and 
security.” He added it “opens the 
way lo truly significant arms control 
progress, particularly in Europe.’ 

NATO diplomats in Brussels said 
the president's, offer put the in- 
itiative on nuclear arms control 
back into western hands. 

One NATO official said. “This 
takes the steam out of Brezhnev.' 
He is due to visit Bonn next week, 
and officals expected he would try 
to encourage anti-nuclear groups 
protesting against the deployment 
of new nuclear missiles in Western 
Europe. 

The leaders of Italy. Norway, and 
Holland ?lso endorsed Reagan's 
plan. 

In London, opposition Labour 
Party leader Michael Foot, a 
veteran anti-nuclear campaigner 
who favours unilateral disarma- 
ment, warmly welcomed Reagan's 
proposals.

Eyewitness identifies Abu 
as gunman in murder retrial 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — An eyewitness 
to the murder 1 1 years ago of Ezra 
Shem Tov Mizrahi and Aharon 
Maliah on a Tel Aviv street, yester- 
day again identified Solomon Abu. 
sentenced to Life in prison for the 
crime, as the man who pulled the 
trigger. 

The witness, whose name was not 
released, opened the second day of 
a retrial obtained by Abu’s at- 
torneys after new doubts reportedly 
arose in connection with the alleged 
murder weapon, a pistol, which 
then rookie detective Baruch B itran 
said. he found in bushes nearby. 
Now a police sergeant, B itran also 
testified at yesterday's session 
before Tel Aviv District Court. • 

The first witness, an elderly man 
who lived at the time on the second 
storey of a house on the corner of 
Rehov Allenby and Rehov 
Hayarkon, stood up to* tough 
questioning by defence lawyers 
about his view of the murders. He 
had :Said that he ran out to the 
balcony aftet; bearing four shots, 
and then saw Abu shoot Maliah 
twice and flee. 

Thinking the gunman was a ter- 
rorist, the witness said he cried out 
for help in catching him. He ex- 


plained his original failure to iden- 
tify Abu in a police line-up. by say- 
ing that when he found out that the 
murderer was a Jew. he didn’t want 
to see him sent to prison. But now, 
he insisted that he had seen Abu's 
face dearly under a street light shin- 
ing directly down on the scene. 

Next on the stand, Bitran insisted 
that he found the gun, a black 
Beretta. in bushes outside of 62 
Rehov' Hayarkon. and brought a 
photograph of the site with him. He 
explained the entry “Hayarkon 61” 
in his report of the find as a simple 
error, despite defence attempts to 
cast doubts on the authenticity of 
his statement. 

A third witness yesterday was 
Shimon Amar, one of the soldiers 
who chased Abu and caught him 
after the shooting. He claimed to 
have lost almost all recollection of 
the 1970 event, and denied that any 
pressure had been put on him not to 
repeat his original testimony. 

On Tuesday, Abu admitted that 
he had been caught by soldiers on 
the night of the murders after a 
chase through nearby streets. But 
he denied any knowledge of the kill- 
ings themselves. 


Post mortem fails to show 
how state’s witness died

HAIFA, — A post mortem ex- 
amination yesterday failed to es- 
tablish the cause of death of a 
state's witness living under police 
protection in a northern police sta- 
tion who was found dead in his 
room on Tuesday night There were 
.no signs of violence on the body. 

The man, Avi Chen, 26, had been 
a prime suspect in the muider of 
Yitzhak (Ika) Tubul, 34 a leading 
local underworld figure. After two 
months in jail, Chen turned state's 
witness and was released on IS5.000 
bail but granted police protection. 

Police reportedly suspect that 
Chen’s death may have been due to 
-a drug overdose, or that there may 
have been a poison pill in the drugs 
be took on Tuesday. Only a special 
poison test w31 prove or discount 
this theory. A special team has been 
set up to investigate the death, a 
police spokesman said. 

-Chen was said to have repeatedly 
threatened suicide and to be finding 
it difficult to testify against friends. 
He was apparently permitted to 
come and go freely from the police 
station where he was living. 


Tubul disappeared from his home 
last August, but his body was only 
found two months later, in a 
woman’s grave. He had been shot 
dead on a Haifa beach, allegedly in 
a quarrel between drug addicts. 

, Chen will be buried today, but the 
whereabouts of his grave are being 
kept .secret. The hevra kadisha 
(burial society) have insisted that 
the Funeral be held under police 
guard. 

. Threats have also been received 
that Chen will know no rest even in 
the grave, as a punishment for turn- 
ing state’s witness. 

The dead man bad made it a con- 
dition of cooperation that police 
eventually help him to rehabilitate 
himself in a kibbutz. The police sug- 
gested -instead that he leave the 
country after testifying in court, but 
Cben insisted he wanted to go to a 
kibbutz. A police promise to help 
him was included in the agreement 
under which he turned state's 
witness. * w

free to go where he pleased in his.

- While the opposition victory (in 
an unfull house) constitutes another 
dent in the prestige of tbe govern- 
ment — closely following the 
government’s defeat on a minor bill 
two weeks ago — it will have no 
practical effect in blocking rent in- 
creases. 

The Tenants Protection Law does 
empower the Knesset to veto any 
rent increase announced by the 
government, but only if tbe Knesset 
acts before the increase takes ef- 
fect. Since the latest increase-of 96.7 
per cent was effective from 
November 1, the opposition missed 
the boat. 

B ut Naftali Feder (AEgnment- 
Mapara), who presented the first 
motion on the subject, had not done 
his homework: he asked the Knesset 
to exercise its right and veto “this 
huge and ‘ arbitrary increase.” He 
charged that the government was 
siding with the landlords and ignor- 
ing the interests of the tenants. 

Housing Minister David Levy 
replied that since it was impossible 
to do complete justice to both sides 
in this matter, the governntent bad 
decided to take a middle course: to 
increase rents periodically, by 70 to 
100 per cent of the consumer price 
index. He moved that the motions 
be struck from the agenda, but was 
defeated by the Alignment, Shinui, 
Telcra, and the Democratic Front. 


Another debate, on “the feeling 
of. alienation among the com- 
munities of Israel,” was launched by 
Mordechai Ben-Porat (Telem), who 
cited statistics purportedly showing 
that Oriental communities (he ob- 
jected to the term “Sephardim") are 
discriminated against. He proposed 
the establishment of a parliamen- 
■ tary commission to study the ques- 
tion. 

Deputy Minister Dov Shilansky 
invited heckling from the Align- 
ment benches when he harked back 
to the moabaroi (temporary housing 
for new immigrants) of 30 years ago 
and recalled Mapai’s “error” in 
divesting the new immigrants of 
their own culture and traditions. 

Shilansky moved that the motions 
be referred to the Social Betterment 
Committee.

Police Ombudsman received 5X2 complaints

More than half the complaints 
which police and prison service of- 
ficials submitted to the Police 
Complaints Commissioner during 
his first year proved justified. Some 
of the wrongs have already been 
redressed, while recommendations 
have been made to remedy the 
others.

(Likud) charged that in- 
vestigators in the ombudsman’s of- 
fice- tended to make light of com- 
plaints and let the bureaucracy off 
too lightly at times, because of their 
own police or prison service 
backgrounds. 

Nasser Eddin said he knew of 
policemen who had been dismissed 
because of ill-health, and of warders 
of long seniority who were afraid to 
complain to the ombudsman lest 
they be victimized.

U.S., Japanese police confer 
on battling Yakuza criminals 


TOKYO (AP). — Some 40 U.S. law 
enforcement officers are how in 
Japan, the homeland of crime 
organizations called “Yakuza," to 
discuss with Japanese officials how 
to prevent Japanese gangsters from 
making inroads into America’s un- 
derworld. 


Nearly 100 law enforcement of- 
ficers from the U.S. and Japan are 
currently attending a five-day con- 
ference on organized crimes, which 
began on Monday at the 
Metropolitan Police Department 
here. 


The meeting is expected to 
provide U.S. officers with an oppor- 
tunity to learn first-hand more 
about Japanese' Yakuzas. The 
Japanese will learn of increasing ac- 
tivities of Yakuza members in 
Hawaii and California. 

Leading Yakuza syndicates are 
reportedly running hotels and bars 
in California, Hawaii and Saipan 
Island. 


Police estimate that there are 
now more than 2,500 Yakuza groups 
across Japan with a membership of 
over 100,000. Their activities range 
from the smuggling of drugs and 
guns to gambling and extortion. 
Underground syndicates also run 
26,000 lawful businesses as fronts 
for such Qlegal activities as prostitu- 
tion, loansharking, amphetamine 
sales and blackmail, according to 
the police. 

In 1979, Japanese gangsters 
earned an estimated total of 1,037.6 
billion yen (IS6,740b.), 44.1 per cent 
'of which came from drug sales, the 
Japanese National Police Agency 
spokesman said. 

International cooperation 
between Japanese and American 
law enforcement officers recently 
resulted in a crackdown on gun 
smuggling cases. The Yakuza bad gun 
smugglers pose as tourists and hid 
guns and bullets in urns, tape- 
recorders, cameras and a car, NPA 
officials said. 


Khomeini delegates powers 
to his predicted successor 


Japanese firm shakes British class system 


ANKARA (UPI). — Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini yesterday sur- 
rendered further powers to Ayatol- 
lah Hossein Ali Montazeri, who is 
widely regarded as Khomeini's suc- 
cessor and Iran’s next spiritual men- 
tor. 

In a decree addressed to Mon- 
tazeri and reported by Teheran 
Radio monitored in Ankara, the 82- 
year-old Khomeini authorized 
Montazeri to appoint a supervisor 
for the central council of the 
Islamic Revolutionary Guard corps. 

Khomeini said the supervisor 
would “supervise the political and 
ideological course" of the guards, 
who are regarded as the staunchest 
Islamic force in the country. 

Khomeini earlier authorized 
Montazeri to appoint the powerful 


Supreme Judicial Council, the 
highest legal authority in Iran, and 
encouraged delegations of followers 
to meet with him. Montazeri lives in 
the holy Moslem city of Qom. 128 
kilometres south of Teheran. 

After Khomeini's decree, Mon- 
tazeri appointed Hojjatoleslam 
Sayed Hass am Taheri as the guards' 
council supervisor, the radio said. 

Rumours of Khomeini’s immi- 
nent retirement have been denied 
by his office. Despite his advanced 
age and a known heart condition 
since early 1980, which forced him 
to leave Qom for better medical 
care in Teheran. Khomeini has 
maintained his routine of addressing 
followers at a mosque adjacent to 
his heavily guarded north Teheran 
residence. 


LONDON (Reuter). — A British 
trade union has for the first time 
given up its right to strike at a new 
factory owned* by the Japanese 
company Toshiba. 

In return, workers at the televi- 
sion factory in Plymouth, in 
southern England, were given equal 
representation with the bosses on a 
labour relations board and allowed 
to use the same canteen and car 
park. 


A spokesman for the Electricians' 
Union told of the no-strike deal at a 
conference on industrial relations 
on Tuesday. He said the effect of 
the Japanese one-class system was 
tremendous upon a Workforce used 
to Britain's class society. 

The same deal had been refused 
by British managements, the 
spokesman said, because they 
wanted to keep their privileges such 
as executive toilets. 


Angolan guerrilla war flares up again 


Zimbabwe official to wreck white war memorial 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Local 
government deputy minister Enos' 
Chikowore plans today to knock 
down a war memorial com- 
memorating the dead of two world 
wars and those killed in the fight 
against nationalist guerrillas, official 
sources said yesterday. 


The memorial, in the fanning 
town of Sharova, 100 kilometres 
northeast of Salisbury, bears a pla- 
que reading: “In fond memory of 
Rhodesians murdered by com- 


munist terrorists.” 

Chikowore has been ordered to 
“smash” the memorial by local 
government minister Eddison 
Zvobgo, the sources said. 

Zvobgo was angered by a new- 
spaper report about a memorial ser- 
vice held by whites in Shamva on 
Sunday. 

The Shamva memorial has thus 
far survived a government cam- 
paign to scrap monuments erected 
during the white-minority rule era 
in Rhodesia. 


LISBON (UPI). — Northern 
Angola’s anti-communist insurgent 
movement, dormant for the last two 
years, yesterday claimed that its 
Zaire-based forces had killed 67 
government soldiers in recent 
clashes. 

In a “war communique” released 
here, the Angolan National Libera- 
tion Front ( FNLA) claimed to have 
killed 67 soldiers, wounded 81 and 
captured 76 in actions between 
August 9 and 31. 

Portuguese journalists who 
recently visited Angola reported 
that' the insurgents were active 
again in the jungle region north of 
the capital, Luanda. 

The pro-West organization, one 
of three nationalist groups that 
fought the Portuguese for 13 years, 
resumed bush fighting after the 
Marxist Angolan Popular Libera- 
tion Movement (MPLA) took 


power in a bloody 1975-76 in- 
dependence civil war. 

The MPLA was then backed by a 
Cuban expeditionary force, while 
South African troops intervened on 
behalf of the FNLA and the 
National Union for Angola’s Total 
Independence (UNITA), which also 
received U.S. aid. 

An estimated 20,000 Cuban 
troops remain in Angola. 

In December 1979, Zaire expel- 
led FNLA chief Holden Roberto, 
while Angola expelled Nathanael 
Mbumba, head of an anti-Zaire 
Katangese force. 

Coinciding with the FNLA’s 
resurgence. Western intelligence 
reports say Mbumba has now- 
returned to *‘a country near 
Angola.” Mbumba led two massive 
invasions of Zaire's mineral-rich 
Shaba province from eastern 
Angolan bases in 1977 and 1978. 


Kirkpatrick finds ‘rank sexism’ at UN 


Bid to break S. African economic hold 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — U.S. 
Ambassador Jeane Kirkpatrick said 
Tuesday that she found more “rank 
sexism” at the UN than in any other 
public arena she has known. 

Kirkpatrick, chief U.S. delegate 
to the UN, levelled her criticism at 
both the UN press corps and “some 
colleagues across the street” — at 
UN headquarters. 

She said the media tended to sug- 
gest that women are either “trading 
on their femininity, which is a bad 
thing, or to defeminize them with 
adjectives like tough’ or ’iron lady,' 
which is a bad thing too. So you’re 
sort of damned one way or 
another. 

“I will tell you, I believe there is 
far more rank sexism in and around 
the UN, including mosi specifically 
the press corps, than in any arena I 
have ever been in in my life. And 
I’ve been operating in some heavily 


male arenas for a good many years 
— academic arenas which are 
heavily male, and think-tanks which 
are heavily male, and politics...,” 
she told a group of reporters at the 
U.S. mission. 

Kirkpatrick, formerly a professor 
of government at Washington's 
Georgetown University, has been 
criticized by some UN delegates, 
notably from the Third World, as 
delivering lectures rather than 
speeches to them. They also have 
drawn comparisons between her 
and Daniel Patrick Mqynihan. a 
former U^. ambassador to the UN. 
whose confrontational style angered 
Third World delegates. 

While she declined Lo give 
specific examples of sexism she en- 
countered among male UN 
delegates, she noted that some of 
them came from countries where 
women are not treated as equals. 


BLANTYRE, Malawi (AP). — Nine 
of the world's poorest nations begin 
talks today on how to break South 
Africa’s economic stranglehold in 
Malawi. the only African counny 
with diplomatic links to the white- 
ruled republic. 

Cabinet ministers of the year-old 
Southern African Development 
Coordination Conference (SADCC) 
will meet against a background of 
mounting economic troubles for the 
member states — Angola. 
Botswana. Lesotho. Malawi. 
Mozambique. Swaziland. Zambia 
and Zimbabwe. 


Two of the nine — Angola and 
Mozambique — are fighting civil 
wars. Most face widespread shor- 
tages of staples like corn and wheat, 
as their populations grow at an 
average three per cent a year. AH 
are spending up to three limes as 
much of their precious foreign 


reserves on oil as they were five 
years ago. 

And all are heavily dependent on 
South Africa for food, as well as for 
heavy machinery for mines, farms 
and factories. Zambia and Zim- 
babwe both use South African 
railroads and ports for most of their 
trade, while Marxist Mozambique 
gets most of its foreign exchange in 
remittances from thousands of 
migrant _workers in South African 
gold mines, and the sale of electric 
power from the giant Gabora Bassa 
dam. 

The SADCC was set up last year 
to try to break the South African 
economic hold. Member countries 
were immediately charged with 
launching 97 development projects 
costing SI. 9 billion, with S653 mil- 
lion of that pledged by 29 nations 
and 18 aid agencies and banks. This 
year's meeting is intended to follow- 
up the original plans. 




Journalist jailed 
for naming names

MADRID (UPI). — A journalist who 
printed the names of two right-wing 
extremists later shoe dead by Bas- 
que separatists received a seven-, 
-year jail term yesterday as an ac- 
complice to assassination. 

The journalist, Xavier Vinader. 
was also ordered to pay £2 10,526 in- 
demnity to the families of the men 
he named in. a December 1979. 
report on the Spanish-Basque Bat- 
talion — a right-wing terror group. 

The state prosecutor argued that 
Vinader's articles in Intervtu 
‘magazine were not merely reports, 
but amounted to an invitation to the 
separatist guerrillas of ETA (B asque 
Land and Liberty) inciting them to 
kill the men he named. 

The independent daily El Pais, 
terming the trial a “judicial aber- 
ration,” wrote, “It is no kuiger 
freedom of expression... that is at 
risk. It is the ability to establish ob- 
jectively- a link between one event 
and another.”

'Mideast tycoons’ stage 
French gem theft 


PARIS (UPI). — A couple looking 
like Middle Eastern Oil millionaires 
succeeded in stealing a ring valued 
at 7.8 million francs (IS 2 1.84m.) 
from the luxurious Chau met jewelry 
shop on the Place Vendome, police 
said yesterday. 

However a spokesman for the 
200-year-old shop said the value “is 
much less spectacular than that.” 

Police said the well-dressed cou- 
ple “of Middle Eastern type” came 
into the luxury shop to look at dia- 
mond rings. A salesman brought out 
a case of rings, and when the 
woman diverted his attention the 
man slipped out of the case a gold 
and platinum ring bearing a 1 9-carat 
Jonquil diamond. 

The couple drove away in a car. 
The salesman discovered the theft 
in time to get the car licence plates, 
but they turned out to be false. 


Swedish helicopter 
tangles with sub 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). - A 
Swedish naval helicopter tangled 
briefly with an unidentified sub- 
marine in international waters north 
of the secret Karlskrona naval base 
a Navy spokesman said yesterday. 

Commander Sven Carisson said 
an anti-submarine helicopter in- 
tercepted the submerged submarine 
late Tuesday while on a routine mis- 
sion over waters between the 
Swedish coast and the island of 
Gotland about 250 kilometres north 
of the Karlskrona base, where a 
Soviet submarine was grounded 
for 10 days three weeks ago. 

Carisson said the helicopter was 
investigating water conditions prior 
to the start of week-long exercises 
for the Swedish coastal fleet, which 
take place each autumn. I t became 
entangled when the hydrophone 
detector it was trailing in the water 
became caught in the hull of a sub- 
marine. 

Foreign submarines are permit- 
ted to pass through the area into the 
Baltic Sea; but only on the surface.

“General Mills is essentially in- - 
terested in the product, we’re, most- 
ly interested in developing the 
technology,” says AT? director 
Michael Pascal. “This means that 
we have a captive market, through 
them, and -work with General M31s 
in . developing the technology for 
shrimp 'breeding wherever they set 
up installations.” 

- Israel wants to sell technology in 
this field because local prawn 
production is likely to remain a Fair- ' 
ly limited industry within the 
country and because world demand 
for shrimp far exceeds supply. 

.‘‘If we maximized use of all of 
Israel's. 30,000 or so dunams of ex- 
isting fish ponds for breeding 
prawns, we could capture, at most, 

S per cent of the European market," 
says Pascal. 

Another - limitation is Israel’s 
climate, which allows shrimp to be 


bred in outdoor ponds only during 
the summer time. . 

But as carp, once tire main fish- 
locally domesticated, has become, 
less popular among Israelis, fish 
breeders have had to diversify 
production. 

$hrimp seemed like a good 
choice: the fish can be bred in the 
same pounds as the carp, and using 
■the existing infrastructure, fanners 
believe they can turn a nice profit 
on the delicacy on the European 
-market. 

Last year, breeders exported an 
experimental two tons of prawns, 
which sold on the European market 
at $12 a kilo. This year, they pian to 
export 10 tons. 

Both Cohen and Pascal stressed 
in a recent interview that the noo- 
kosher shrimp is to be produced ex- 
clusively for the export market in 
order not to offend the religious. 
SETTING UP an efficient export 
network for the delicate shrimp 
among fish breeders who were used 
to raising hardier fish for domestic 
consumption has required overcom- 
ing both logistical, arid scientific 
problems. 

"We’ve worked very closely with 
fish-breeders at every stage, finding 
ways to preserve the shelf life of the 
shrimp, working with other in- 
dustries that must ice-pack their 
products for foreign markets,” says 
Cohen. “But the fishermen have 
had to get used to the idea that what

The export of ’shrimp-breeding 
know-how has already begun to 
Honduras and the .Caribbean under 
the A TP-General Mills agreement, 
and researchers in Israel have been 
able to further their experiments at 
the new breeding grounds. 

As For local breeding, researchers 
have overcome some of Israel's 
climatic shortcomings by nursing 
the shrimp through the early stages 
of their lives in floating 
greenhouses. 

'They have decreased the energy 
cost of heating water to the optimal 
28 degrees centigrade, which the 
larvae require, .by developing 
biological filters that allow the use 
of recycled water. 

They have also succeeded in 
reducing the larvae period, from 
about 40 days to 23 days, by careful- 
ly varying the food and water of ihe 
larvae at each stage of their 12-step 
growth. 

When the larvae has grown, to 10 
to 12 millimetres, they become 
benthic or crawling creatures. Us- 
ing conventional methods, about 10 
to 12 of the creatures survive per 
litre of water. Under the laboratory 
conditions at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, the survival rate* has been in- 
creased to about 50 creatures per 
litre. 

The prawns are bred in 
greenhouses until they reach a 
healthy 2.5 centimetres. Releasing 
them into outdoor ponds in summer 
at that point spurts their growth and 
they are harvested within six 
months. 

The whole process takes up to 
eight months. 

And the European consumer of 
the plump, pink 10-centimetre 
shrimp with a Jewish-sounding 
name may never know that he is 
eating a delicacy that has just begun 
.to reveal some of its amazing secrets 
to scientists.

Vitaly Robin 


Man who loved 
freedom 


JUST FIVE YEARS after his aliya 
to Israel, Vitaly Rubin died in a road 
accident. It was in almost exactly 
the same way his close friend 
Andrei Amalrik, author of Will the 
Sower Union Survive Until 1984? had 
been killed a year and a half earlier. 
Few know that the title of Amalrik's 
famous book was suggested by 
Vitaly. 

Before coming to Israel, 
Vitaly had travelled a long road of 
suffering and hard work, though of 
fame, too. He was born in Moscow 
in 1923. His father, Aharon Rubin 
was one of the last representatives 
of the pre-Bolshevik Russian school 
of those devoted to the science of 
Judaism, the Wissenschafi des Juden- 
tums. Vitaly’s father combined • a 
penetrating, though completely 
secularized, knowledge of medieval 
Jewish thought (he translated 
Maimonides’ Guide to the Perplexed 
from Hebrew into Russian) with a 
broad expertise on medieval Arab 
philosophy. He had a deep interest 
in Spinoza, on whom he wrote his 
doctoral dissertation. As for the 
classics of Russian poetry, his erudi- 
tion was outstanding. 

It was with great admiration that 
Vitaly often spoke of his' father. To 
his memory, he dedicated his book 
Ideology and Culture in Ancient 
China, which was published in 
Moscow in 1970 and then in English 
in 1976 by the Columbia University 
Press under the title Individual and 
Slate in Ancient China. 

The homes of pre-Bolshevik Rus- 
sian Jewish intellectuals were a 
place where a broad spectrum of 
cultural interests were encouraged, 
and for Vitaly and his twin sister' 
Maria (a noted zoologist who has 
been living in Israel since 1972), this 


included a deep love of Russian 
literature and art and an un- 
doubtedly positive attitude to their 
Jewishness, but with not even a bit 
of their father's profound Jewish 
learning. 

WITH THE German onslaught on 
Russia in 1941, Vitaly, then a stu- 
dent at Moscow University', enlisted 
in the army. His military activities 
were cut short by his capture by the 
Germans. But after three days, he 
succeeded in escaping and returned 
to the array. 

As every Soviet soldier who 
broke out of German hands or en- 
circlement, he was sent to a so- 
called “control camp” — a hard 
labour concentration camp for 
soldiers under suspicion. His year of 
detention there resulted in his 
developing severe osseous tuber- 
culosis, which kept him bed-ridden 
from 1944-48. 

Ten years later when I made Vita- 
ly's acquaintance, he was already 
outspokenly anti-totalitarian. It was 
seven years after he earned his M_A. 
degree in Chinese history, and he 
was known as the author oT 
several interesting articles on 
Chinese history. Then, in 1958, he 
fas-about to submit his brilliant PhD. 
dissertation (7ju chaun, as a source 
for the history of the Chin-chiu 
period). He never told me 
specifically how he became anti- 
totalitarian, but my .impression was 
that the “control camp” ex- 
periences were his first mighty push 
in that direction. 

Anti-totalitarianism became the 
prime incentive for his interest in 
despotism and anti-despotism in an- 
cient Chinese - philosophy.- This 
ideological battle was his main 
research preoccupation from the 


early Sixties to his last days. His 
penetrating and soundly based 
researches in this field made him a 
leading world authority on the sub- 
ject. " 

For Vitaly, and for many other in- 
tellectuals like him, the Sixties were 
years of search for a positive 
ideology. They were an intense lime 
of reading the forbidden, though 
flourishing. Samizdat publications: 
Russian emigre philosophers — 
Berdyaev, Shestov, Frank: and 
Western critics of totalitarian 
regimes such as Koesller, Oruell 
and Huxley. Then in 1968, the dis- 
sent movement, a movement of in- 
tellectuals in which Vitaly took part, 
suffered defeat in its first major con- 
frontation with the Soviet regime, 
and this was the year that the Soviet 
Union invaded Czechoslovakia. As 
a freedom-loving man, Vitaly came 
to the conclusion that it would be 
impossible for him to remain in 
Russia. - 

HIS POSITIVE attitude to his 
Jewishness brought him to a further 
conclusion: his way 'out of Russia 
could be in only one possible direc- 
tion, to the land of his people. In 
this way he came to Zionism, and to 
Israel, an intellectual and physical 
journey typical of many Russian 
Jewish dissenters. 

In 1970. Vitaly asked me to in- 
troduce him to Zionists. In 
1971, when I left for Israel, he asked 
me to put him in touch with Israelis 
in his field and to send to him and 
his family a vyzuv — the main docu- 
ment demanded ' by the Soviet 
authorities for repatriation to Israel. 
The following year he submitted all 
the necessary documents to the 
authorities, but his request to go to 
Israel was refused. And then his 
open struggle began. 

Vitaly struggled not only for his 
own rights, but for the right of all 
Soviet Jews to go to Israel. He soon 
emerged as one of the leading 
figures in the Soviet aliya move- 
ment. In 1973, he organized the first 
permanent seminar on Jewish 
culture in Moscow. The same year 
he was jailed with other Jewish ac- 
tivists for 15 days on a charge of 
“petty hooliganism.” In 1974, Vhaly 
went on a hunger strike in vehement 
protest of Soviet violations of the 
Helsinki agreements. 

Colleagues all over the world 
came to his aid. No one knows what 
finally forces the Soviet authorities 
to let this or that refusenik out. One 
can only assume that in Vitaly's 
case it was the massive and stub- 
born refusal of his colleagues that 
brought him to Israel in the summer 
of 1976. 

His absorption went smoothly. He 
made no special demands. He loved 
the people and the landscape and 
the Hebrew University, where he 
became associate professor of 
Chinese philosophy. 

His Hebrew was developing, 
growing confident and even rich. 
He read thirstily on Judaism, Jewish 
culture, Jewish history. Ihe Land of 
Israel. He began to publish new 
works. He was a happy man. What 
an absurdity that ! have to speak of 
him in the past tense.

Zipori tells Data Processing meet— 

‘Electronic mail will be 
widespread in five years’ 


London attracts foreign banks

Communications- Minister 
Mordechai Zipori predicted yester- 
day that the sending of “electronic 
mau between computer terminals 
in offices will be .“widespread in five 
years" in Israel. 

Zipori was addressing delegates 
to the 16th biennial national con- 
vention of the Israel Association For 
Data Processing, which opened 
yesterday morning at Jerusalem's 
Binyenei Ha'tima. 

The minister predicted that the 
sophisticated computer mail system 
will eliminate much paper work and 
bureaucracy, and ease the burden 
of the regular mail system. But the 
innovation, he added, will require 
new attitudes among managers and 
office workers. 

Israel has all the necessary human 
and technical resources to compete 
yrith the world’s leading computer 
industries, Zipori maintained. 
Brainpower in the computer field 
here is an important natural 
resource, and computer program- 
mes and software can be exported 
to the most advanced countries on a 
large-scale basis if there is more in- 
vestment, he said. 

The ministry is giving first priority 
to allocating telephone lines for the 
transmission of computerized infor- 
mation. The number of these lines 


has tripled in the last three years. 
,'Zipori suggested that the 
development of computer 
technology can provide a major 
thrust to the Israeli economy. 

A new ministry service has now 

been offered to computer users 

the ‘telenet — ■ which allows com- • 
puters to “talk” to each other 
around the comer or around the 
world.. Israel is one of the six 
countries, that have such a service, 
Zipori said. The cost of transferring 
data by telenet is 1/37 that of 
sending the same amount of infor- 
mation by telex. 

More than 2,000 Israeli computer 
professionals, are attending the con- 
ference, which is highlighted by the 
display of the country's most 
sophisticated computer software, 
including a machine that syn- 
thesizes human speech in Hebrew 
and English. The conference marks 
the 20th anniversary of the com- 
puter data processing industry in 
this country, which now has over 

2.000 computers (not including the 
defence forces' computers), and 

12.000 terminals. 

Describing the coming computer 
revolution, Ezra Ben-Kochav, 
chairman of the Data Processing 
Association, said that abroad, he 
ordered a suit by computer, after 
being able to compare sizes and 
styles on the computer TV screen. 


LONDON (UPI). — Over 500 
foreign banks and securities houses 
are new now doing business in 
London, including all but five of the 
worlds 100 largest banks, the 
authoritive magazine The Banker 
said yesterday. 

Twenty-four ndto foreign banks 
have established direct representa- 
tion — a representative office, 
branch or subsidiary — while nine 
other newcomers are now 
represented through a shareholding 
in the two newly-established joint- 
venture banks, the magazine said. 
Seven foreign banks have closed 
down their London operations. 

A notable addition is DG Bank, 
the central bank for West Ger- 
many's co-operative banks. Though 
one of the world’s largest banks and 
the largest shareholder in the 
London and continental bankers 
consortium, it was not previously 
represented. 


Three of the new arrivals are 
from the Middle East, reflecting the 
growing participation of that 
region’s baxte in international m 
market. Two are Lebanese (Beirut 
Riyad Bank and Byblos Bank) and 
one is from Dubai (Middle East 
Bank). 

Seven of the 24 have established a 
full service branch. 

Three names have also been ad- 
ded to the list of foreign-owned 
securities and investment houses, 
bronging their total to 72. 

The net effect of the changes is to 
boost the number of foreign banks 
directly represented in London to 
355. The total number represented 
directly or indirectly rises to 420, in- 
cluding the 65 Financial institutions 
represented through a shareholding 
in one or more of the 29 joint- 
venture banks or deposit-taking in- 
stitutions. 


Rules on early payment of mortgages 

Post Economic Reporter government-directed loans. 


Jobless rate stable but unskilled 
released soldiers create problem 


The Examiner of Banks has sent a 
circular to commercial and 
mortgage banks, regarding the early 
repayment of mortgages. 

Government-directed mortgages 
will be open and can be paid off at 
any time, and banks will not be al- 
lowed to charge any commission on 
such early repayment. Unlinked 
loans can be paid off without com- 
mission on a month's notice. If no 
advance notice is given, the banks 
may charge a commission equal to 
the interest of one month. 

On linked loans, other than 


government-directed loans, the 
banks may charge a commission 
equal to 3 months' interest, if 60-day 
notice is given. If the borrower gives 
no notice, the banks may charge the 
equivalent of 6 months' interest. 

These commissions apply to 
mortgages paid off during the first 
two years. If more time has elapsed, 
the banks may charge a commission 
equal to three months' interest. 

The banks are also asked to in- 
form borrowers of their rights under 
these regulations. This should be 
done either at the time when the 
mortgage is taken out, or in the an- 
nual statement sent out by the bank. 


The unemployment rate has 
remained stable at 5 per cent in the 
Joly-September period,' as it (fid in 
the preceding two quarters. 

Preliminary data on the man- 
power survey released by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics show 
that unemployment among males 
was 4.3 per cent, and among 
females 6.3 per cent. These rates are 
almost the same as those for the 
previous quarter, April-June. 

Estimates published by the 
employment service show that 
4,500, or 36 per cent, of the total 
12,500 people who sought work 
through the employment office* 
were recently released soldiers. 
Their placement creates difficulties, 
employment service officials 


say, because they are entitled to un- 
employment benefits that are higher 
than the starting wage in most of the 
available jobs. 

Unemployment benefits are paid 
if the applicant cannot be assigned 
to “suitable” work. With respect to 
ex-soldiers, who generally have no 
previous work experience and often 
also no training, the term “suitable” 
is ambiguous. 

A study of the skills and 
educational level of the ex-soldiers 
registered as unemployed has 
shown that 76 per cent of them are 
unskilled, 14 per cent have cer- 
tificates of vocational training, and 
another 10 per cent have diplomas 
of questionable value which require 
lengthy check-ups 


$ 29 m. gov’t loan for Nesher Cement 


Post Economic Reporter 
The ministerial committee for 
economic affairs yesterday ap- 
proved a development loan of about 
S29m. for the expansion of the 
Nesher cement plant at Ramie. 

The new plant will increase 
capacity by 500,000 tons a year, and 
will help solve the problem of an in- 
creasing shortage of cement. 

The committee also approved the 
partnership of Israel Chemicals and 
Negev Phosphates with Zim and the 
Negev Star shipping company. The 
purpose of the partnership is to 
lower the shipping costs of 
phosphate exports. 

The committee also approved the 


proposal of Zion Cables to increase 
its equity capital from lS25m. to 
IS125m. by floating a capital issue 
and stock options on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange. The company will 
use the funds mainly to expand its 
Eilat plant.

IT IS A TRUISM that a peace that is not based on the unconditional 
surrender or one of the waning parties, carries its risks. 

i j S MM_ p,ies 10 l ^ e Middle East 35 well as to other areas of the 
world. Where the Middle East strangely differs is in the regular and 
universal assumption that here, risk-taking for peace is the dutv of 
only one of the parties: the State of Israel. The Arab states, Tor some 
reason, are generally exempted from this obligation. 

So it was in- the days of Secretary of Stale William P. Rogers, who 
did not tire of reminding this country of the risks -for-pe ace it, and 
somehow it alone, had to undertake, and so apparently it is today. In 
an address to the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B’rith on Mon- 
day, Secretary or Defence Casper Weinberger offered Israel that 
dubious crown of thorns again in lieu of a bouquet. 

"We are going to ask our ally, Israel, to take prudent risks," said 
Mr. Weinberger. He did not explain what risks he. had in mind, nor 
what made them prudent. 

Let us try to guess, thqn. One risk Israel might be asked to take 
would be the avoidance of any military operation in Lebanon against 
the PLO, for Washington fears that this would throw a dreadful span- 
ner into the peace-making machinery. The possibility of a move into 
Lebanon by Israel has in fact recently been hinted at by Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon. • 

At a press conference last week Mr. Sharon declared that the 
terrorists had been repeatedly violating the July 24 cease-fire — and 
he spoke before the killing, by a terrorist land-mine, of three of Ma- 
jor Haddad's militiamen. The defence minister listed PLO assaults on 
Jewish targets in Europe and its attempts to launch sLrikes against 
Israel from Jordan which led to the killing of one Israeli soldier by 
a land-mine. 

These particular violations may arguably not have been 
specifically barred by the cease-fire, but the PLO's acquisition of new 
heavy weapons was clearly to be regarded (so U.S. envoy Philip 
Habib bad promised Mr. Begin) as a cease-fire violation. 

Even a PLO force equipped with Soviet guns and tanks does not in 
itself pose an intolerable risk for Israel: Chief of StafT Rafael Eitan 
said so himself yesterday. But it does pose the danger of a PLO 
takeover of South Lebanon, and that is intolerable. For the same 
reason PLO attacks on Major Haddad's troops, aiid on a civilian 
population loyal to him, pose intolerable risks — even if Israel 
neglected to incorporate these acts of violence explicitly in the cease- 
fire accord. 

Yet such risk-taking on Israel’s part rings no alarm bells in 
Washington. It is only when Israel threatens action against the PLO 
— or when it reaffirms its intention to wipe out the Syrian missiles in 
the Beka'a Valley unless Mr. Habib arranges for their peaceful 
removal — that the U.S. administration is roused from its torpor. 
Then it intercedes with Israel to hold its fire. 

In the circumstances it is lopsided advice. Meanwhile, Mr. Habib 
himself remains in Washington. 


The vicious pattern 


THE STORY of the Palestinian Arabs is the story of terror, ex- 
tremism and self-inflicted tragedy. Always has the assassin’s bullet 
sought out the political moderates. Always have the ultras suppressed 
the men of reason, those who realize that Jew and Arab must find 
ways of living together and must find agreed paths for fulfilling their 
separate national and cultural aspirations. 

It was this way in Palestine before World War Two. It was this way 
after. And the process has continued from 1967 to this very day. It is 
a process that has brought on the Palestinians only war and 
bloodshed, displacement and denial of their professed title to a 
homeland. 

IT earlier it was the Grand Mufti who orchestrated this deadly 
political masochism, today it is Yasser Arafat. In each case they 
looked for outside help, but their real energies were spent on terrorist 
plots against Jews and their own more moderate brethren. 

This week in Ramallah the vicious pattern was displayed again, as 
assassins of the PLO struck down the chairman of the Ramallah dis- 
trict village league and his son. The league, which embraces villages 
on the West Bank, and thus the rural interest, does not echo the 
brutal tones of the PLO that dominates the political scene in the 
larger towns. _ . 

For this reason the PLO’s executive resolved on October 25 to 
strike against the league which it termed part of the "Camp David 
conspiracy." The terrorists' radio declared the village league an 
"agent of’the-enemy" that has "exposed its traitorous ambition to the 
masses" and which "must be dealt with." 

And as if to signal targets more clearly, the PLO newspaper in 
Jerusalem, "A1 Fajr," specifically attacked the Ramallah district 
village league and called its chairman "a tool of the enemy, against 
whom the people have begun to organize and mobilize." 

It is not only the PLO’s Covenant, or the pronouncements of its 
leaders, or its terrorist attacks against Jews in Israel and abroad that 
betray its characier. No less telling is Us lust to kill those of its own 
people who would seek out paths of coexistence. 

Not willing to learn from the past, the Palestinian people, for as 
long as they permit extremism to domineer, will be destined to repeat 
i\s mistakes.

LONG-OVERDUE 


REFORM 


The WZO is withering away largely because its aims have been 
achieved, writes S.Z. ABRAMOV. It is now bent, simply .on en- . 
suring its own survival. 


THE JEWISH AGENCY, compris- 
ing the World Zionist Organization 
and non-Zionists in the Diaspora, is 
now 52 years old. It was created in . 
the pre-state period when the WZO 
sou^it the support of non-Zionists 
for the development of the Palestine 
Yishuv. 

The upheavals of the last two 
generations have transformed 
Jewish existence beyond recogni- 
tion, and the opposition of the non- 
Zionists to a national state gave way 
to identification with, and support 
for, Israel. These changes neces- 
sitated a re-examination of the 
structure and the role of the 
Agency. And, indeed, certain con- 
stitutional changes were in- 
troduced. 

One aspect of the problem, 
however — and a very basic one — 
was not considered: the merger of 
the two components which con- 
stitute the Agency into one entity, 
thus doing away with an ideological 
fiction as well as with an uncomfor- 
table, wasteful and meaningless 
dualism which contemporary reality 
has rendered obsolete. 

In the pre-state period, the dif- 
ferentiation between Zionists and 
non-Zionists reflected the reality of 
the Jewish world: the former 
adhered to the Basle Programme, 
which asserted Jewish nationhood 
with its corollary, a national state: 
the latter rejected the Zionist 
ideology, but was willing to aid the 
Yishuv. 

At times, ideological tensions sur- 
faced, especially in 1937 when non- 
Zionists in the U.S. became alarmed 
at British support for a Jewish state 
in a partitioned Palestine. Each of 
the two components in the Agency 
adhered to its own philosophy, but 
on a practical level, cooperation 
was generally maintained. 


ideolgocial conlhci between 
Zionists and non-Zionists. The Jews 
of the Free World, except the 
alienated and indifferent, rallied to 
the -support. of Israel, with the result 
that de jure non-Zionists have 
become de facto Zionists. 

The emergence of Israel rendered 
the Basle Programme obsolete, and 
it was replaced by the Jerusalem 
Programme which proclaimed the 
centrality of Israel anc^ the duty to 
rally to its support: it stressed the 
importance of aliya and of Jewish 
education. 

Unlike the Basle Programme, 
which in the past split Jews into 
Zionist and anti and non-Zionists, 
the Jerusalem Programme has un- 
ited these elements. Both Zionists 
and non -Zionists recognize the im- 
portance of aliya: neither, however, 
treats it as a binding commitment. 

In fact, most immigrants from the 
U.S. are not graduates of Zionist 
groupings. Nowadays, a non-Zionist 
may be defined as one who engages 
in Zionist activities, without being 
affiliated to a Zionist group. The 
ideological differences having 
vanished; what now separates 
Zionists and non-Zionists are rather 
organizational considerations, 
which are quite irrelevant to the 
needs of either Israel or of the 
Diaspora. 


many of its Former tasks. Thus, the 
WZO has gradually became under- 
employed, its ideology diluted 
and its decline irreversible. Few 
new and dynamic personalities are 
joining it, and immobility 
characterized the metabolism in its 
leadership: . 

Even the broadening of its base 
by the cooption of corporate units, 
such as the Conservative and 
Reform movements, has failed to 
cure the WZO’s ills; it has declined 
from the heights of a movement to 
the level of an establishment bent 
on ensuring its own survival. 


THE ESTABLISHMENT of Israel 
has virtually obliterated the 


THE WZO views next year’s Zionist 
Congress with a good deal of ap- 
prehension. For the WZO is wither- 
ing away largely as a result of its 
spectacular success in achieving its 
ambition — making the entire peo- 
ple, rather than its Zionist minority, 
carry the burden of supporting a . 
Jewish state. Indeed. Jewish iden- 
tification with Israel is nearly total. 

This revolutionary development 
deprived the WZO of its traditional 
functions at the Diaspora, even as 
the exercise of sovereign power by 
the state of Israel has deprived it of 


THERE BEING no ideological dif- 
ference between Zionists and non- 
Zionists — with both adhering to 
. the Jerusalem Programme — there 
is no justification for structuring the 
Agency on two fictitious compo- 
nents, Zionist and non-Zionist. 

The new reality calls for affiliated 
Zionists and non-affiliated Zionists, 
otherwise known as non-Zionists, 
to merge into a single world-wide 
organization based on two organic 
components, the Diaspora and 
Israeli Jewry. The new entity may 
be called the WZO or any other 
name. 

Such a merger would necessitate 
far-reaching constitutional changes 
which would entail, inter alia, af- 
fording representation to com- 
munities, federations, national and 
international organizations, as well 
as' adequate representation to Israel 

Zionist parties, subordinated as 
they generally are to their Israeli 
political counterparts, wiD have no 
significant role to play in the new 
scheme of things, except where they 
form a substantial element in the 
community. There is no need for 
Diaspora Jewry to be actively in- 
volved in long-distance Israeli party 
politics. 

The merger of the Zionists and 
non-Zionists will, no doubt, en- 
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counter opposition on the part of 
the WZO bureaucracy, not because 
constructive work win be curtailed,' 
but because the -elimination of 
duplication arid of overlapping and 
the : streamlining of activities may 
impinge on some vested interests. 

The most vociferous resistance 
will be mounted by Zionist political 
parties, who still delude themselves 
that they play the role they once did 
in the pre-state period. 

It is now obvious that the circum- 
stances which made it necessary to 
base the Agency on Zionists and 
non -Zionists no longer obtain, and 
that, consequently, the present 
structure is a disturbing 
anachronism which ought to be dis- 
mantled and replaced by a merger 
of the two old components. 

The WZO is in need of such a - 
merger perhaps more than its non- 
Zionist counterparts.
